XEW YORK—Industrial build-' 
ig contracts should continue to 
icrease through I960; commer- 
ial, waterworks and sewerage 
instruction will enjoy a record 
ontract volume and rise again in 
961, and the slide in public build- 
ig will not reverse until next 
ear. Engineering News-Record,

redicts. 
The forecasts are based on the 


flow of new proposed work into 
ENR's Backlog of Heavy Con- 
struction in the planning stage. 
Trends in proposed work precede 
Irends in actual contract awards 
nine months to several years \t\ 
advance. 


The renewed upswing in pro- 


posed industrial building follow- 
ing resumption of steel operations 
should continue through the first 
half of this year. A correspond- 


ing upswing in contract awards, 
coming along about nine months 
later, should lift industrial con- 
'.racts above four billion dollars— 
a near record—in I960. 


But the trend will reverse it- 


self the following year, assuming 
industrial contracts follow their 
postwar 
pattern 
of 
three-year 


cycles. The current upturn began 
early in 1959. 


The rosy outlook in commer- 


cial building can be dimmed only 
by "tighter" supplies of invest- 
ment capital than are expected. 


Beyond

ahead for waterworks and sewer- 
age construction, future growth 
depends greatly on the outcome of 
a November vote in California on 
a proposed $1.7 billion bond issue. 
California is the top waterworks 
construction state. 


Looking at other construction 


trends, the magazine reports that 
rapid mechanization and

economical construction methods 
should continue to cut the labor 
requirements for new construc- 
tion. Between 1949 and 1959, the 
estimated value of construction 
put in place climbed 64 per cent,

weekly man- 


hours worked rose only 20 per 
cent and average monthly em- 
ployment increased 26 per cent. 


Construction 
borrowers, 
who 


will dominate the capital markets 
this year, will be able to obtain 
enough money to pay for the ex- 
pected seven per cent increase 
in heavy construction contracts. 


But demand for capital will ex 


ceed supply by an even bigger 
margin than last year, and some 
construction plans—mainly hous- 
ing — will have to be deferred 
Housing cannot compete with oth- 


er borrowers at today's interest 
costs, which are at their highest 
in some 30 years. 


This year will likely be more 


of a bujier's market for construc- 
tion machines than 1959, the mag- 
azine says. Inventories are ex- 
ceptionally high, the federal gov- 
ernment 
has 
much 
"surplus" 


equipment, and maehinery mat 
ers will be operating at just two- 
thirds of capacity. 


A final factor in the bright out- 


look for 1960 construction is the 
ready availability of key con- 
struction materials. With the ex- 
ception of structural steel, which 


should be in ample supply by 
April, materials supplies will rise 
with stepped-up demand and no 
delivery delays are likely.

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District High Schools Testing New Approach to Math Teaching

Capuchino, Mills, and San Ma- 


teo High schools, acting as three 
of the many pilot schools in the 
United States, are testing a new 
approach in the teaching of math- 
ematics in the ninth, tenth and 
eleventh grades. This approach is 
sponsored by the School Mathe- 
matics Study group, under the di- 
rection of Dr. E. G. Belle of Yale 
university. 


The 
San Mateo Union High 


School district became affiliated 
with the program last year when 


Dr. Morris Wimvard. assistant 


superintendent in charge of cur- 
riculum and instruction, was con- 
tacted by the group and asked if 


Uie district wished to participate and how these rules work in solv- 
in the study. 


After 
investigation. Dr. 
Win- 


ward and Superintendent Thomas 
F. Reynolds decided to leave to 
the discretion of the individual 
teachers whether or not they 
would follow the program. 


National Grant Given 


The program, operating under 


a grant from the National Sci- 
ence foundation, is revising the 
present method of teaching math- 
ematics. 


Instead of insisting that stu- 


dents follow pat rules in solving 
problems, the new approach em- 
phasizes the proving of the estab 
iished rules on the basis of why 


ing problems. 


Suggestions Followed 


The plan follows specific rec- 


ommendations made by the Col- 
lege 
Entrance 
Examination 


Board 
Commission 
on 
Mathe- 


matics,, as well as suggestions 
which have been made by pro- 
fessional 
mathematics 
teachers 


for the last several years. 


The program, running f r o m 


grades 7-12 inclusive, was initiat- 
ed by several conferences held in 
the summer of 1958 by a group 
of mathematicians f r o m Yale 
university. Then, during the sum- 
mer 
of 1959, over 100 distin- 


guished college and high school 


mathematics 
teachers 
met 
at 


Boulder, Colo., and in t h r e e 
months wrote the text hooks now 
being used in pilot classes. 


District Teachers Included 


School districts all over the 


United States were then contact- 
ed and invited to take part. In 
this district the following teach- 
ers joined the program: Capuchi- 
no—Floyd Gordon, ninth grade; 
Max Bell, tenth grade, and 
ert Thompson, eleventh grade; 
Mills — J. K. Buckham, iv'nth 
grade, and San Mateo — Vaden 
Mayers, eleventh grade, and Miss

School Hangs 
Dog's Portrait 


Like teachers the world over 


instructors at Guide Dogs for the 
Blind, incorporated, 
are carefu 


not to show favoritism to any one 
s t u d e n t , although recently a 
painting of a graduate was hung 
in the new lounge of the non 
profit school. 


The portrait is of Jeannie, a 


gentle, brown-eyed golden retriev 
er, who since August, 1957, has 
been serving as the eyes of Miss 
Irene Benson of Denver, 
Colo 


The remarkably good likeness o 
Jeannie was done by Miss Ben 
son who was a professional art 
list when she lost her sight back 
in 1955. 


"Painting has always been such 


a release that I needed it more 
than ever when I lost my sight,' 
explained Miss Benson who, when 
she could see, made her living 
selling scenes of. Indian life in 
Colorado, New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. 


How does she go about paint- 


ing? .

Foley said there is a wide- 


spread ignorance of the rules gov- 
erning such situations. "You can 
work, either for yourself or foi 
an employer, and earn as much 
as $1200.00 in a year and not 
lose out on any monthly checks 
for that year," the manager said 
"If you do earn more than $1200 
in a year, you will forfeit one or 
more benefit checks, depending 
on the amount of annual earn 
ings." 


An additional key provision is 


that a beneficiary is entitled to 
a check for any month he doesn' 
work, Foley explained. A bene 
ficiary is "not working" in any 
month his wages are $100.00 01 
less. If he is self-employed, he 
is "not working" in any month 
he is not "substantially" working 
at his business. 


The rules do not apply to bene 


ficiaries past age 72, Foley said 
The district office is located al 
2211 Palm avenue, San Mateo.

tor at Guide Dogs for the Blind, 
incorporated, gave me of her that 
wonderful day when he told me 
Jeannie was all mine. Pie said 
she was as warm as the setting 
sun, 
with a little brown added— 


a golden bronze." 


Miss Benson uses only two or 


at the most three colors at a 
ime and can detect different pig- 
ments by smelling them. The en- 
ire painting was done with a 
imall brush except for the tail 
Because, as she puts it, "I wanted 
t to look proud and fluffy, like 
a plume, so I painted the tail 
vith my fingers." 


Asked if it wasn't frustrating 


not to be able to see her finished 
work, to tell how good it was, 
she laughed, "Oh the portrait of 
Jeannie is good. I know it is." 


"Well, when the portrait wasj 


finished and I showed it to her! 
she growled and did a l i t t l e 
dance. So I knew it was good.I 
Otherwise why would she be soj 
jealous?" 


Miss Benson is just one of the 


many graduates of Guide Dogs 
for the Blind, incorporated, able 
to live a useful and productive 
life. More than 87 per cent of the 
school's alumni are gainfully em- 
ployed at jobs that range from 
newsapper delivery boy to hair 
stylist and on up to judges. 


Although it costs $1700 to train 


each man-dog team, no charge is 
made to the blind who enroll at 
Guide Dogs for the Blind, incor- 
porated which is entirely operat- 
ed 
by 
voluntary contributions, 


usually in the form of an annual 
campaign.

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U. C. Scientists on Trail of 
New Wood Pulping Method 


RICHMOND — University of 


California scientists believe they 
are on the trail of a new chemical 
method 
of pulping wood that 


could 
prove 
a 
boon 
to 
the 


state's lumber, paper and farming 
industries. 


The unique process is being de- 


' veloped and tested at the Univer-i 


sity's Forest Products Laboratory 
in Richmond by a team of chem- 
ists under the leadership of Dr. 
David L. Brink and including Dr. 
J. Vlamis and M. M. Merriman. 


Brink recently told the annual 


convention of the Technical as- 
sociation of the Pulp and Paper 
Industry that the method is still 
in its early laboratory infancy. 
But he said it shows promise of 
hurdling the major obstacles that 
have retarded the growth of the 
•wood pulping industry in Cali- 
fornia. 


The state ranks second to Ore- 


gon in the amount of timber cut 
and produces a hugh volume ofj 
wood residue that could be used 
for pulping. Yet California fares 
pulping states. 


The chief barriers to the de- 


velopment of the wood pulping 
industry in California have been 
the state's strict 
specifications 


for water usage and great con- 
cern over possible stream pol- 
lution by the effluents or wastes 
from conventional 
pulping 
pro- 


cesses. 


Brink reported that the new 


process appears capable to over- 
coming these limitations because 
it employs nitric acid and am- 
monium hydroxide in a two-stage 
operation 
to make pulps from 


wook chips, sawdust and other 
residues, and converts the efflu- 
ents into fertilizer. 


Wood chips are treated with 


nitric acid in the first stage re- 
action which partially solubilizes 
and dissolves some of the wood. 
The spent acid liquor is next 
drawn off and held, 
no Defter than 23rd among wood- 


In the second stage, the treated 


wood chips are extracted with 
ammonium hydroxide and futher 
defibrated or pulped. The resul- 
tant pulp slurry then is washed 
with water to remove the am- 
monium hyroxide which also is 
retained. 


Finally, the two effluents re- 


trieved from the process — spent 
acid and ammonium hydroxide — 
are combined to produce nitrogen 
fertilizers. 


In addition, evein the dilute ef- 


fluent from pulp washing, which 
contains nitrogen at too low a 
concentration 
fof 
economic re- 


covery can be collected for ad- 
dition 'to irrigation water. 


Brink said preliminary pot tests 


to establish the nitrogen-supply- 
ing fertilizer potential of the prin- 
cipal effluents look • promising 
"These tests show that the ma- 
terials are essentially as effective 
as would be indicated by their 
nitrogen analysis, which ranges 
from 10-26 per cent — a span 
considered good for nitrogen fer- 
tilizers," he pointed 
out. And 


no untoward, or toxic, effects of 
these materials were 
detected 


with respect to the plant growth 
observed.

All Latin American countries 


have drawn up ambitious public 
works programs and many have 
passed legislation to protect local 
industry and to offer guarantees 
to foreign investors. Efforts also 
are being made to stabilize the 
currencies and diversify one crop 
or one product economies.

Retired county employes who 


had integrated their county em- 
ployees' retirement system into 
the Federal Social Security' pro- 
gram are entitled to full benefits 
of 
each pension program from 


the 
time 
of their 
retirement, 


ruled Attorney General Stanley 
Mosk. 


Prior to repeal of a Govern- 


ment Code statute (section 31805,) 
the retired employees could not 
receive more than 75 per cent 
of their final compensation. As 
a result, deductions were made 
from their county retirement pen- 
sion to restrict them to the 75 
per cent limitation, when social 
security pensions were added. 


Increase 
in retirement bene- 


:its was effected by the Legisla- 
ture's adoption of section 31805.1, 
which Mosk rules is retrospective 
to the date of retirement. 


"It is the law of this State 


that unless a contrary intention 
plainly appears, retired persons 
vho are in receipt of a pension 
are entitled to receive any in- 
crease in benefits which are pro- 
vided by a change in the pension 
statute," states the opinion. 


The time during which a person 


vas retired under the old law^ 
must be considered in computing 
.he amount to which he is entitled 


after the change. Allowances of 
persons already retired are to 
be recalculated "as though section 
31805 had not been enacted," says 
the ruling. 


"There is no absolute prohibi- 


tion against giving retrospective 
effect to legislation," he opinion 
declares.
